The School Qnestlon. 

(Special London Letter, Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Associated Press.) 

London, July 27.— The general elections 
aro ever, the aociul and theatrical seEkBons 
ure things of the past, and except for the 
Goodwood raoes to-day, Wednesday, Thurs- 
duT and Friday of next week, London would 
be deserted by the fashionable crowds and 
given over to the humdram monotony of 
metropolitan life. Then again the splendor 
of Gooilwood will bo Bomowhat marred by 
the death of Liidy Florence Gordon-Lennox, 
on account of which, her father, the Dake of 
Richmond and Gordon, has closed Good- 
wood House, where a grand gathering of 
the high ariatooraoy ordinarily takes pluoo 
The i'rinca of Wnloa has always bosn the 
central figure in Ihoao partioB, bub this year, 
instead of staying at Goodwood for the race 
week aa usual, ho will only go there ouch 
day and return in the e\'oning. 

CONCERNING ROYALTY. 

The Queen has removed to Osborne, Isle 
of Wight, after a fatiguing time at Windsor 
CEtstle, whore an exceptional number of en 
tortainmonta has boon given with a potnp 
and corcmany which, although diataateful to 
Her Majesty, have to ' j carried out in every 
detail. 

The Queen dines usually at a quarter to 
□Inc, and if the royal party Is over sixteen 
in number, is served in the dinin;; room in 
the northeast corner of the citstle. When 
the party numbors over forty persons, St. 
George's bail is used. Behind the Queen's 
hair alanda a Highland servant and a couple 
of Indian domestics. Footmen wait in state 
liveries, while the oellarmen and clerks of 
the kitchen who oarve at a side table are 
alio in livery. Those fnndtioDB which are 
always carried oat with the moBt strlot 
formality never fall to. impreaa even the 
highest bom gaeats, 

ITbe vialb of the Italian fleet to Potta- 
mOntb last week was followed by the stay 
of the Spanish sqnadron at Plymouth, where 
the Spaniards were treated with the groat- 
eat cordiality in accordance with the Queon's 
own inatructiona Bont to the authorities at 
Plymouth. An iateresting remark in this 
connection was made by the Quoon during 
the course of dinner at Windsor Castle pre- 
vlout to Her Mnjoaty'a departure for Os- 
borne. A enest suggosted that the visit of 
the warsbipa to Spain would have been 
more interesting if the Spanish and Italian 
aallora had fraternized at Portsmouth where, 
bolides, the Spaniards would have been able 
to see more naval works than they oould at 
Plymouth. Thereupon the Qaeon observed 
qaietly that possibly Plymuufh Hoe would 
interest them morn. This reference to a 
historic scene at the time of the Armada she 
empbaaizsd by oontraatlng 

A HISTORICAL DISPATCH, 
aont from Plymouth by Queon Elizabeth at 
Windsor 300 yoara ago, with her own kindly 
message sent that day, instruoting the 
authorities at Plymouth to ehow the Spanlah 
Bailors the warmest hospitality. It was off 
Plymouth Hoo (i high rock), it will be re- 
membered, that the British High Admiral, 
Lord Howard of KQingham, having under 
him suoh renowned mariners aa Drake, Haw- 
kins and Frobisber, assembled about eighty 
oomparatively small armed vesaola which on 
July 21, 1588 (July 111 old atyle), went out 
to figbb the Spanish Armada, oonsisting of 
about 150 ships, then sweeping up the ohan 
nel in croscont formation, their line being 
seven miles long. Few the Britiah fleet 
harrasaed and broke u,> thi Spanish fleet is 
matter of history, only .51 shattered war- 
ships of King Phillip of Spain succeeding in 
reaching C'jdiz It is worthy of note that 
this first visit of the Spanish fleet to Plym- 
outh for conturioB was upon the anniversary 
of the visit of the groat Armada to the coast 
about Plymouth. 

During the week Qreat Britain and Ire- 
land have been in the 

throes of the general election atrnngle. In 
spite of this the occupation of the uland of 
Trinidad by a British force has aronsod a 
great deal of interest. 

All the newspapen hero support the 
action of the British and generally make 
light of the reported indignation of Brazil. 
A groat many Americans whose minds run 
to politics took advantage of the election in 
London to study the manner c f conducting 
them as compared with American methods. 
Among the Americana wore two who pro- 
bably know more about electiona than any 
men in the United States, Richard Croker 
and Colonel O. Hleariy, of the Louisville 
CJourier Journal. All the Americans agreed 
that the diflorenco between conduollng 
olcctiona in London and in the largo cities 
of the United States was not aa great as 
might have been expeotod. What they saw 
simply convinced them that human nature 
la very much the samo everywhere. The 
lower olaasoa here are controlled very much 
by the samo impalaes as in Amerioa, The 
little Mr. Croker saw he is of opinion that 
there is

" in London as in any A./ierioan city. Ths 
only difference," said Mi-, Crocker " is thai 
the nowppapora hero d^-.:.) not spoak of any 
corruption if it oxlstod. 1 am inclined to 
boliove that if the papers hud the lioenao 
the Amorioan papers poBseea and had as eu. 
terpriaiog reporters aa the American nows- 
papora have, there would be juat aa much 
Boandal aa is stirred up in American cities. 
But it soems to mo that politics are worked 
more cleverly in London than at home. I 
think tiie political organization hero waa 
much more thorough and that a great deal 
more money was spent on it. Campaign 
literature is not only more prolific than with 
but la much more clever. (The oariea- 
tures ana cartoons distributed must repre- 
aent a greati outlay of money. Aa the Eng- 
lish papers do not go in for this kind of 
thing as ours do, it is neoeuary I Bnppose, 
for each candidate toeitabliah hh own liter- 
ary bureau. "

Barley very good In 16 deparb- 
nionts, good in 4.S, fair in 11 and inferior in 
none. 

Farther details from St. Briene regarding 
the wreck of the train crowded with pil- 
grima returning from the ahrine of St. Dan- 
ray aay the accident waa due to the derail- 
ment of the engine. Twenty-fonr carriages 
were thrown on top of each other, six baing 
completely wrecked. tOfere waa a terrible 
sgeno after the diaaater. TwelTa mutilated 
corpses have been extracted from the ruins. 
Fifty persons were injured, twenty seri- 
ously.

TBB NBW POLIOr. 

Judging by the pre-election utterances cf 
leading Unionists the policy of the new 
Goveroment will nob be what ia generally 
ooneldered political. The amelioration of 
the condition of the mftsses will occupy 
the greater parb of tlie attention 
of its members. The nation, they 
appear to think, baa had dtecuBeion more 
than enough about projected revolutionary 
chanKsa and political reforms so-callod. The 
attention of the Government will now be 
direoted to the evils from which sooiety ia 
■nffering with the view of endeavoring to 
find soma remedy for bhem. The following 
paragraph from Mr. Arthur Balfour's ad- 
dress to bis constituents will gWa our read- 
ers a fair idea of the course which the Gov- 
ernment proposes to pureue, After noticing 
the meaauree which the late Government 
endeavored to pass, Mr, Balfour goes on to 
say : 

The views of the Unionist party are 
widely different. Wo think that tho time 
of parliament cannot be worao employed 
than In thus carrying out these revolution- 
ary designs, or better employed than in fur- 
thering legislative changes which may per- 
hapa excite less controvoray, but touch more 
nearly tho daily life of tho people. With- 
out entertaining unreaaouable hopes aa to 
the good vvhioh aota of parliament are able 
to aooompliah, wo hold that there ia auf- 
(ioient to be done, both in town and country, 
both in Great Hritaij and in Ireland, to tax 
all tho energies of tho logialaturo. The 
bettor housing of tho working clasaoa, the 
encoutagemenb of fr::ehold occupancy, the 
amelioration of the lob of tho aged poor, the 
protection of agricultural tenants in their 
improvements, the preaervation of voluntary 
Bchoola, the provision of compensation to 
injured workingmen, the easing of the heavy 
burdens under which Britiah agrloakare la 
in danger of sinking, and the openinf; of 
markets for British indusbry, are some of 
the aubjeota on whioh the labor of a Union- 
lab government and of the Unionist party 
may well be expended. In respeab to some 
of them tnnoh may, I believe, be done, and 
should yon return us to power we muat 
atrenaously endeavor to do It. 

A very few years ago the majority of the 
Bobjecta selected by tho loading men of tho 
Unionist party would be conaidorod otitaiilo 
the sphere of praotioal legislation. But 
men's Ideas of what Oovernmenb ought 
to do and what lb ought nob to attempt 
have undergone a groat chanize of Into 
years. Statesmen who have tho welfare of 
the people at heart find themselvoa faoo to 
face with difficult soclol and economic 
problems which must be aolvod in some con- 
atibutlonal way if sooieby is to remain peace- 
ful and undisturbed. They aee bhat if Oov- 
ernmenb does not deal with those problems 
attempts will be made to solve them by per- 
sons unauthorized by tho community vAw 
are wholly unfitted for tho performance of 
work at once so important and eo dilllcult. 

Ad article in the July number of the 
Nineteenth Centnry by Sir John E. Gorab, 
vice-president of tho Connoil of Education 
under the present Government, headed 
" The Conservative Programme of Social 
Reform," o.xplaiua more in detail what tho 
Government proposes to do for tho bettor 
menb of the oondltion of the people. Sir 
John Gorat aaya bbab bhe present Govern 
ment " will have an tmmenao and obvloua 
advantage over their prodeoessorB. Pledged 
to no political changes thoy can dovoto tho 
whole of their parliamentary time und tho 
entire energy of their administration to tho 
fcamlug, disonatiog and passing of measuroa 
wbioh dlreobly aSeot the well-bein^ of the 
people ; they will nob be obliged to put oil 
reform by Royal Commiasions, Select Com 
mlttooa ond sham Bills." Among tho ovila 
for which a remedy is immediately called 
for ore, according to Sir John Gnrab, strikes 
and look-outs and the unemployed. Thero 
ia nothing very new or very striking in 
the remedies he presoribes for theee 
He would settle labor disputes by Boards of 
Conolliatiou and Arbitration. Tho tribun- 
als whloh ho would establish would bo per 
manent. They should be appointed by 
the Qovernment. " Employers and em- 



ployed ahoald have an equal volae. They 
shonld tbemael'^c.s &s f.%r as praobioable, 
ohooBB their own representatives, and should 
jointly appoint an Impartial and judicial 
president. They shoiild not with the au- 
thority of law and in bhe name of the peo- 
ple at large. They should be clothed with 
Bullloient legal power in the way of Bum- 
moning parties and eeonring the prodno- 
tlon of evidence to enable ihem to dis. 
charge the duties for which they are ap- 
pointed. Their first elTorts should bo to 
bring the parties together and induoe them 
by mediation to oome to a common nnder- 
standing. 

" If this failed they should asoertain the 
facts In dispute. They ahould publish them 
lo tho parties, who are often ignorant of 
them and to tho world. They should add, if 
they think fit, their own judgment thereon. 
This would bring the disputants to the bar 
of publio opinion. A right of appeal in cer- 
tain oaaea from the local to the central body 
might be allowed." 

Tho judgments of theae labor courts when 
thoy related to existing contracts for service 
could be enforced by tho ordinary proceaaos 
tf law in tho same manner aa tho judgmouts 
of courts of justice. Bub when the ground 
of dispute is as to what is to be the wages 
In future " neither party," Sir John Gorat 
admits, "can by any possibility bo coerced 
into a specific performance of the award. 
You oannob force employers to pay 
wagea too high ; you cannot force work- 
ers to accept wages thoy think too low." 
So the proposed arbitration in this very im- 
portant partioular la not to be oompulaory. 
There will, no doubt, bo different opinions 
aa to the efficacy of the now cure for strikes 
and lockouts. Eporything will depend upcn 
tho way in which tho Governmont'a plan 
will be received by those immediately con- 
cerned. If it recommends itself to both em- 
p'oyeta and workmen there-is no more to be 
said ; but If either one or tho other are not 
satiafied with it it will, no matter how 
elaborate it may be or with what good In- 
tentions it may be drawn up, bo only an- 
other failure to settle the labor problem. 

There ia nothing striking In what Sir 
John Gorat says about iiodlng work 
for the unemployed. He would 
have local authorities do what 
they can to find work for those 
who cannot find work for themselves, but 
he limits them in such a way that they will 
find lb very diflSoulb indeed to perform this 
important and at times very urgent duty. 
He Bays : 

" The danger of throwing other people 
out of work by competing with tho pro- 
duota of private industry would have to ho 
guarded against. The industry of tboao in 
public employment should be directed in 
making such articles and In growing such 
food aa would be consumed by themselves 
or by those already supported at tho ex- 
pense of the public. They should not make 
goods for sale In the foreign or home mar- 
kets." Kmpioyera' liability, the care of 
destitute ohlldren, of the Indigent sick and 
of tho aged are also subjects with which 
the now Government is to concern itself. It 
will be seen from this that tho task which 
the Unionist Govornmonb has given itaelf to 
perform ia nob an eaay one, and it ia also 
one in which peraistent and self-eaorificing 
exertion Is by no means sure of being 
crowneJ with sncoesB. 



BRITISH OOLUMBIA'S OLAIMS. 



hitherto. We have men in Parliament who 
are qnlte as well able to perform the duties 
of the Head of a Department as the majority 

of thooa who now form the Government of 
tho Uomioion, and it is to be hoped that a 
British Columbian will be chosen to fill a 
seat in the Cabinet -bb soon aa an oppor- 
tunity oilers. 

QUEBeO'S MINORITY. 

One of the oonaequenoea cf treating the 
proviaion In the Uonatitutlon giving the 
denominational minority in a province the 
right to appeal to the Governor Oeneral-in- 
Counoil aa a dead letter, was forcibly pointed 
out by the Hon. Mr. Baker in a speech 
which he made in the House of GommouB 
during the debate on Mr, McCarthy's 
amendment. Mr, Baker represents a 
Quoboo constituency, and he Is one of the 
Protestant minority of that Province. In 
tho coursQ of his remarks ho said : 

By that statute the l ights of the Protestant 
minority wore not only extended, bub pro- 
viaion wae made for the proper enforcement 
of those righie ; and the Protestant minor- 
ity of the province of Quebec la looking with 
anxiety to the dcciaiou to which this Par- 
liament will arrive. I am proud and happy 
to Bay that, judging by past experience, the 
Protestant minority of Quebec have noihing 
to fear at tho hands of the majority. But, 
Mr. Spenkor, human nature Is the samr, and 
French Canadians are human, the nplnion of 
tho hon. member for North Siincoe (Mr. 
Mc(;arth> ) to tho contrary notwithstanding; 
and if, goaded by acts of in justice that may 
bo perpetrated upon their co rellgioniata and 
oo uationaliata in Manitoba, the majority In 
the province of Quebec should attempt lo 
deprive the Protestanta in that jrovinco of 
rights whloh they have ac(|uired under tho 
statute of I SCO, thu Proteatanta would turn 
thoir eyoa to ihla I'arlianiont in appeal. 

Hon. mt iiibor— Not. In vain. 

Mr. liikur — Not in vain — I hope not ; for 
it ia idle to give an appeal if under that 
appeal thero ia to be no appeal. It is 
nothing abort of mockery to aay to tho 
minority that thia la an appeal to tho 
Parliament of Canada if the Parlia- 
ment of Canada will give no redreas. it la 
true thero ia no external power that can 
compel this parliament to do juatico. But 
parliament itself, in the exercise of the obli- 
gations und duties imposed by law upon it, 
is hound to do justioe. I am not going to 
bo drawn into a dlBCUBsion of this question 
upon its merits. 1 confess to you frankly 
that I cannot understand tho feelings of 
agitation which aeem to pervade some parts 
ot thia Dominion, and which aeem even to 
have found a foothold in this chamber, I 
have lived all my life amongst French- 
Caoadlans — ^roen who differ from me In 
nationality and riillglon — bub no question of 
the kind has ever atlaen between ua. Wo 
meet and transact baalness, wo go out and 
come In among each other, and we never ask 
at what altar a man worablpa bis God. 
The rjueatlon never arises, and I hope tho 
day will never oome when tho peace that 
has always prevailed in tho province 
o( (^acboc will be disturbed by an agitation 
whloh aecnia to find a foothold in tho Prov- 
ince cf Ontario. In i.iy opinion the men 
are not the frienda of Canada or Canadian 
inatitutione, thoy are not the frienda of 
true religion or of sound progress who 
would seek to make political capital by 
stirring up religious discord and kindling a 
religiouB war. I hope that the effects of 
such agitation will never extend to the 
Province of Quebec, and I do not believe 
these effects ever will extend to that Prov- 
ince. I have faith in tho French-Canadian 
race and tho Roman Catholic population of 
tho Province of Quebec, founded upon an 
acquaintance extending over tho period of 
my whole life. And I should bo sorry, sir, 
to feel that a great injuatico could be per- 
petrated against tho minority of Ihoae who 
differ from the majority of the inhabitante 
of the Dominion in religions belief and in 
Isngnage. (Cheers. )

Col. Prior's efforts to convinoo the- House 
of Commons that British Columbia haa a 
right to representation In the Cabinet havo 
attracted a good deal of attention. There 
are somo who declare that geographical con- 
siderations should havo no weight with 
those to whom the formation or the re con- 
Btruotion nf cabinets la entruated, bub it is 
to bo observed that those who make auoh 
declarations belong to provinces which ore 
well represented In tho Cabinet. If the 
particular province in which any of these 
Btioklers for intellectual snperlorlty being a 
oondltion of appointment to the minis- 
try, wore overlooked or slighted in tho 
formation of a government, thoy would very 
(|uiukly Luougo their tuuo. When tho firat 
Confederation Cabinet waa formed the prin- 
ciple of eoctionai roproaentation was fully 
recognized, Tho Dominion was divided into 
three parts and a proportional number of 
cabinet ministers was allotted to each. 
Those divisions were Ontario, (j'uobec and 
the Maritime Provinces. Fiva ministers 
woro given to Ontario ond four to oach ol 
tho other diviaions. No one pretends to say 
that this apportionment represented the 
ability of bhe roprosentatlvea from the differ- 
ent diviaions. The geographical element haa 
ever since then had Its full share of oonald- 
oration in the formation of Governments. 
The division has been made with tolorablo 
falrneaa as far as the Uaatero Provinces are 
oonoemed, but Britith Columbia has boon 
overlooked. It has been represented in the 
Cabinet twice, but the exigenolea of party, not 
geographical considerations, were theoause of 
tho representation. When Cabinets have 
boon formed Britiah Columbia has been 
invariably overlooked, and to-day thii 
province Is bhe only one in the Dominion 
which haa no representative In the Cabinet, 
and It Is the one that, owing to Ita distance 
from the seat of Government, most needa a 
pornmnont representative in Ottawa. 

We are glad to see that tho Montreal 
Gazatte frankly admits the justice of Britiah 
Colnmbia'a claim. It says : " The Idea be 
bind Mr. Prior's claim ia one whloh can be 
teadlly sympathised with and, ni 
donbt, will in time be readily acqnl 
oaced in. Britiah Columbia la i 
growing province, whoso wealth is 
only boginning to bo appreQiat<cd. Tho 
next censua la certain to Inorense Its repre 
sontation In Parliament and to move the 
centre of population of the Dominion further 
westward," British Columbia onght not to 
be compelled to wait until after the next 
oooBus Is taken for roproaentation In tho 
Cabinet. Ita Interests need to be looked 
after now muoh better than they have been

Yes, for few 
toachors ever take the trouble to ascer- 
tain wlietlier their ])U])ils aro thoroughly 
grounded iu tlicm or lujt. Tito succc.^i;- 
ful teacher never negl(«ts to indelibly 
stamp on tlio minds of his pupils the 
grt!iit importance of tlio first principles 
at tlie beginning of liis in.strnctions. 

Next in iiaporttuico to this subject the 
successful teticher begins the technical 
work. In jiiano or orgtui playing tho 
true niovenientof tlio liiiger.s is explain- 
ed by the use of simple finger exercises. 
The -wrist movement and carriage of the 
arms follow. Tlie scales and arpeggios 
furnish tho key to nearly all teclniical 
difliculties. 'J'httt they should bo correct- 
ly fingered and perfectly loiirned goes 
without saying. The rules given for. the 
finger, \VTist and arm movements, to- 
gether witli correct fingering of scales, 
arpeggios, and otlier ptissiigcs, fumi.sh 
tho vital points of study for successful 
pianists and piano instruction. 

There is no denying the fact that in- 
correct iiiigering leads to coarse playing, 
and tlitit sucli phiying is largely the re- 
sult of very poor instruction. There is 
no sucli thing on record where persons 
have liecouio good performers, or suc- 
cessful teachers, who have not at somo 
tiuio beou tlioronglily schooled or edu- 
cated by the most competent masters. It 
is preposterous to suppose there have, 
or that one, two or three terms of in- 
struction will prtxluoo a successful teach- 
er. To be a successful piano teacher, one 
must learn and be familiar with the 
general routine of pimio stndies, with 
their eductitional pie<:e.s. 

As no successful teaclior can afford to 
be a bigot, it is necessary for him to bo- 
come acquainted with the compositions 
of tho lighter, sliowy, concert music — 
in fact, all legitimate schools of musio 
ought to be made familiar, must be, to 
gain that desired success which all suc- 
cessfnl teachers are in pnrsait of.
